stitute of Surveying. 

In that area, said the asgistant 
superintendent of water development 
for the Prairie Farm Rehabilitation 
Act, the need is greatest and avail- 
able water can be: used-to best. ad- 
vantage. 

“The success achieved with irriga- 
tion by existing ‘projects in this area 
provides: the strongest possible argu- 
ment for further development with- 
in this climatic zone,” he said. 

“There is need for irrigation out- 
side this area but its use must be 
largely supplementary to dry -land 
farming .or ranching. Such develop- 
ments, having a low cost of -con- 
struction and maintenance, offer un- 
limited possibilities for improving 
living conditions throughout the low 
rainfall aréa and provide a principal 
means of stabilizing agriculture in 
this area, particularly during Reriogs 
of drouth.” 

He suggested individual irrigation 
projects could be increased to 5,000 
or 6,000, adding “very substantially 
to the irrigable area of land over the 
prairies." Other supplementary irri- 
gation might also be provided through 
small community: projects in/accord- 
ance with local needs and conditions.’* 

“Such-a program of water develop- 
ment, combined with sound farming 
practices to conserve moisture and 
control /erosion, should help greatly 
to improve living conditions and
